If he se^s us, I’ll teve a copy 
of the "Said line s*, rfcich will quickly sbo?> him the impropriety of the with- 
holding t*nd he can determine, rather quickly. If what he has been told v.eL 
whet the record of his predecessor ruled is properly withheld can* be. Or, you 

might say you can have men who work with you look et theta for you and let fctaax 

you know immediately whet they show, after which youxean be in touch again. 

We know there is a Shaw file. We do not know ?ihet it has, otter than 

is in the memo I gov* you. We have here a chance to get the sooperct ion of the 

new administration on a level and a basis that is not hazardous for it. That will 

not long continue. I hope you can see your woy clear to take edvantage of it. 


Because this would be a uroper request, it elso puts the net? regime in 
the Department of Justice in a position where it esn, without hurt to itself, 
behave c 3 it should toward local lew officials.
